THE ANNUAL MEETING

The annual meeting of the congregation was held, as previously 
announced in the lower auditorium of the church. Tuesday, Dec¬ 
ember 4th, with fairly good attendance, although many more 
people should have been there. Reports were submitted by all 
the active organizations, and on the whole they showed much 
activity and considerable progress in all departments.
